Just heard from a source close to the campaign, tuned in to the conversations at the 
highest levels. 

According to the Bushies, the last few days have seen a huge burst of momentum in their 
numbers. 

They expect the next round of 
tracking polls to show a bit of a bump. 

The internal polls show a significant lead in Florida (outside margin of error) and 
Arkansas is out of play, with a Bill Clinton visit or without.
